[Text] President Abdus Sattar said here on Tuesday that his three-day state visit 
to Saudi Arabia had been very fruitful. 


President Sattar told newsmen at the Zia International Airport on arrival from his 
Saudi tour that the Saudi Arabian government had assured Bangladesh of full bilat- 
eral assistance and co-operation in the latter's efforts for economic development. 


President Sattar said that the Saudi Government was ready to extend help in all 
sectors. 


The President informed news men that as a result of his just concluded visit, the 
Saudi Government had agreed to enhance the promised grant in aid to Bangladesh from 
100 million dollars to 150 million dollars. The grant, which was to be made avail- 
able in two years time, would now be handed over to Bangladesh in a matter of two 
to four days, he added. 

He said that the Saudi Government was keen on setting up of a joint investment 
corporation with Bangladesh, in which the major portion of the investment would 
come from the Saudi side. 


He pointed out that the Saudi Government had also shown great interest in a joint 
export oriented industrial venture in manufacturing of telecommunication instru- 
ments and equipment. 


Piyadh had indicated that it would consider giving Bangladesh further grants in 
aid, he added. 


President Sattar said that he was immensely pleased when King Khaled of Saudi 
Arabia said that Bangladesh was "very close to his heart" and that the "people and 
overnment of Bangladesh were very much acceptable to him." 


President Sattar told newsmen that his visit aimed at three things, namely, (a) 
performing Umrah at Holy Makkah, (b) visiting Madina Munawara and Ziarat of the 
Rawza Mubarak of the Holy Prophel (S.M.) and (c) attempts at further strengthening 
of the existing relationship between the two countries.

AUSTRALIA TO MAKE ANNUAL COMMODITY GRANTS

[Text] Under a memorandum of understanding as signed in Dacca on Wednesday Aus- 
tralia will provide annual grants to Bangladesh over the years for import of com- 
modities for development projects reports BSS. 


Each year a side-letter will be signed, under the memorandum, fixing the annual 
grant amount and the commodities to be imported from Australia with it, External 
Resources Division (ERD) sources said. 


The grant each year will be utilised by Bangladesh for import of industrial raw 
materials, construction materials, agricultural imputs, various equipment and man- 
ufactured goods for development projects. 


This year Australia is expected to provide a grant of about Taka 10.8 crore (approx- 
imately five million Australian dollars) for import of cement, corrogated galvanised 
iron and indelible tallow. 


Mr A. M. A. Muhith, Secretary, ERD and Mr M. G. D. Williams, the Australian High 
Commissioner signed the memorandum for their respective government. 


Under a separate grant Bangladesh will soon receive strainers for BADC tubewells 
from Australia soon, the sources said. 


From 1972 to June 1981 Bancladesh received commitments of Australian aid totalling 
153,813 million US dollars, the ERD sources said. 


Of the total aid committed during the period 94,088 million US dollars will be 
given for food, 48.423 million US dollars for projects and 11.302 million US dol- 


lars for non project commodity aid. 


Pesides the annual grant for commodity import, Bangladesh also receives food aid 
and project assistance on grant from Australia. 


Bangladesh received 80,900 tons of wheat from Australia last year. 


During the last few years Australia provided project assistance for the development 
of cattle and sugar industries. 


$6 far four million Australian dollars has been utilized in the cattle development

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SEVEN INDUSTRIAL GROUPS DEVOUR LOAN FUNDS 
Dacca THE NEW NATION in English 30 Dec 8l ppl, 8

(TExt] A group of individuals has been reaping the maximum benefits of industrial 
financing facilities extended by Bangladesh Shilpa Bank (BSB) and Bangladesh Shilpa 
Rin Sangstha (BSRS). 


In the name of investment this group has succeeded in concentrating 60 per cent of 
the total investment funds hands, in their comprising costly foreign exchange and 
scarce local currency, it is gathered. This group is also diverting the bank funds 
to non-productive sectors. On the other hand, it is complicating the management of 
loan administration of the projects due to inextricable and conglomerative nature 
of asset-liability structure of the group of enterprise belonging to the same group 
of individuals. 


To face this odd circumstance Ministry of Finance has issued a circular directing 
BSB and BSRS not to give any loan to an enterprise where any of the directors/spon- 
sors is a director/sponsor in any other enterprize financed by the same institu- 
tions. It has imposed restriction on sanction and disbursement of loan if the in- 
Cividuals of the same group are sponsors. 


In some cases individuals of this group even manipulated the top bank officials for 
the withdrawal of huge sum of capital against certain industrial projects inspite 
of their negative assets shown in the project profiles. 


A bank official told New Nation that this powerful vested group was plundering the 
bank capitals through manipulating the high bank officials. 


By illegally occupying the lion's share of almost sixty percent of industrial fi- 
nances, this vested coterie, according to concermed officials has been defeating 
the government's predestined objective of ensuring distributive justice, and also 
fostering manipulation of investment resources by the sponsors thus helping diver- 
sion of investment funds to nonproductive sectors. 


Apart from this, some individuals of this group are not following the repayment 
schedule and as a result a huge sum of overdue has incurred upon them. Despite 
their incompliance in repayment of loans further additional loans are being sanc- 
tioned even in case of nonpriority sectors.

Seven industrial and trading houses are reaping the maximum benefit between 
themselves. 


By manipulating the top brass of the concerned ministry and board of directors of 
the financial institutions they have withdrawn the bank funds against a number of 
projects submitted in their own name and also the relatives and others. In some 
of the cases, the potentiality of the sponsors as well as the viability of the pro- 
jects was clearly questioned in the appraisal report. But finally, those projects 
were approved by the board. This vested group also harassed some officials who 
had questioned the rationality of indiscriminate loan sanction, it was alleged. 


It is learnt that a particular group of industries has got their seven projects 
Sanctioned which include pharmaceuticals, food, jute spinning. Another group also 
has six projects sanctioned. Six other groups have a number of projects sanctioned 
by BSB and BSRS. 


Informed sources told New Nation that one of these industrial groups had a high- 
Salaried banker who once possessed the highest rank of managing director of a big 
scheduled bank.

[Text] Phulpur (U.P.), Dec. 30--Mrs Gandhi today charged the Opposition and the 
Janata regime at the Centre with having spread disunity, report UNI and PTI. They 
had thrown all democratic norms and principles to the winds. She expressed concern 
over the threat to national integration posed by Opposition leaders now that they 
were attempting to forge unity without a common ideology or any common programme 
for national development. 


The economy suffered a serious setbac* and corruption assumed unmanageable propor- 
tions, Mrs Gandhi told a public meeting here Phulpur was Nehru's parliamentary con- 
stituency, which he retained till his death. 


Mrs Gandhi made it clear that she was least bothered by any attempt to forge alli- 
ance against her and would continue to pursue the declared policy of democratic 
sccialism. 


The Prime Minister called upon socialists and people of Congress culture in the Op- 
position to frustrate the unity move. Their joining hands with reactionary and 
communal elements will not only pose a threar to national integration but also be 
an attack on socialism, she said. 


Mrs Gandhi said some who claimed to be Gandhians, in their greed for power, joined 
with the “enemies of democratic functioning”. 


She asked in a raised voice if the Janata regime during its three years in office 
had ever directed its efforts in assisting the peasantry or had initiated measures 
for the uplift of society. 


Observing that there were dangers "all round us", Mrs Gandhi said the real enemy of 
the country was poverty and economic backwardness. 


Mrs. Gandhi said the only way to improve the overall economit situation was by 
increased production. This was all the more necessary because of increased price 
of fertilizer, petrol etc. 








The Prime Minister accused the Left Front Ministry in West Bengal of fomenting 


communalism and dissension among the poor, particularly the Jarijans. 


Mrs Gandhi said the earlier Congress Government in the State had distributed land 
among the Harijans. 


However, she said, the present 
CPI(M) Government in that State 
had taken back these land = and 


given them to Harijans who belong- 


ed to their party. 


Mrs Gandhi referred to the im- 
pression being gathered in some 
quarters that innocent people were 
heing killed in the name of anti- 
dacoity voperation of the U.P. Gav- 
ernment.

he added. 

The External Affairs MinisteF 
Was ansWelring QvéstiOns on the 
hectic diplomatic activity Detween 
India and Pakistan regarding 3 
no-wWar pact and the talks he 
Would be having with his Paki 
stani counterpart, Mr Agha Shahi 
later this month on tbe issue, 

Mr Rao fecalled his statement 
to Parliament last month == and 
noted that Pakistan had ‘conven- 
iently’ rejected India's repeated 
offers of «a no-war pact, first 
made in 1949. Still, this country 
had reSponded in a positiVe Man- 
ner. 


In a review of India’s foreign 
policy duiing 1981, Mr Rao not- 
ed that special impoftance — had 
been given to neighbours. He r- 
called hig visits to Pakistan, Bhu- 
tan and Nepal and that of Chi- 


nese Foreign Minister, Huang 
Ijua to this country. 
India. he emphasised, wanted 


to liv€ ip peace and friendship

When asked about the cauSes 
of the ‘slide hack’ in Indo-Paki- 
stan relations afier the enorm- 
ous impact his June visit to Pa- 
kistan had made particularly on 
the people of that country, Mr 
Rao pointed out that immediate- 
ly at the @nd of his visit the 
Pakistan Governmeat had an: 
nounced a large arms deal with 
the USA. 


India had made efforts with 
best intensiong to carTy forward 
the process of normalisation of 
relations but the acquisition of 
advanced weapOnTy a generation 
ahead in their sophistication had 
exacerbated tensions. Moreover 
the Pakistani press had cafried 
on malicious propaganda about 
Indla. 


On relations with China, Mr 
Rao recalled Mr Huang Hua's 
Visit to India and the recent talks 
between the two countries on 
border and other jssues. These 
Were ‘significant’ developments. 

While nothing spectacular could 
he expected from these exchan- 
ses Mr Rao said that there had 
heen a “thaw’ in the relations 
The two Countries wefe continu- 
ing their contacts in a cordial 
and buSin@sslike manner’, he add- 
ed. 


Mr Rao expected the efforts at 
normalisation of Sina Indian rfe- 
lations in several fields to con- 
tinue and make progress jn the 
year that has just begun. 
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To @ geestian on ludwUS re. 
lations, the Foreign Minister said 
that the overall relations were 
good but there were ceftain ‘dif- 
ficulties’ Still there was Scope 
for impfoving them ‘which we 
are eXploring all the time’. 

He was looking fofward to the 
visit of US Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig during which the 
two countfies would haVe an op 
portunity to review their rela- 
tions. However, no date has been 
fixed for the visit which was 
scheduled last Month but was 
postponed due to Polish develop 
ments. 

Replying to questiong op Af- 
ghanistan and Kampuchea, Mr 
Rao said that the world opinion 
on both these issu€s had veered 
round to the view that there can 
be no solution other than pollti- 
eal.

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ARAB COUNTRIES TO AID IN ENERGY DEVELOPMENT

[Text] Arab countries and associated donor agencies have extended a total credit 
of Rs 335.82 crores to India till the end of 1981 for development of the country's 
energy resources particularly the hydroelectric power, reports UNI. 


With a total assistance of Rs 141.93 crores, Kuwait tops in the credits being ex- 
tended to India. It is followed by Saudi Arabia with a total assistance of Rs 
111.25 crores and United Arab Emirates (UAE) Rs 15.44 crores, according to official 
sources. 


The OPFC fund for international development with which Arab countries are associ- 
ated had extended a total credit of Rs 67.20 crores for India's energy development 
programmes till the end of last year. This includes Rs 35.20 crores extended for 
the development of offshore Bombay high oilfields and Rs 16 crores each for the 
super thermal power stations being set up at Korba and Ramagundam. 


The Kuwait fund for Arab Economic Development nad extended credit of Rs 47.41 
crores for Anpara thermal project in Uttar Pradesh and Rs 26.67 crores for coal 
transportation and handlinc for the same project. The Kuwait agency had also ex- 
tended credit of Rs 40 crores for Kalindi hydroelectric project in Karnataka and 
Rs 27.85 crore for the Kopili hydroelectric project in Assam-Meghalaya. 


The credits from Saudi fund for development include Rs 85.7 crores for Srisailam 
and Nagarhuna Sagar power projects in Andhra Pradesh and Rs 25.55 crores for Koel 
Karo hydroelectric project in Bihar. 


The Abu Dhabi tund for Arat Ecoromic Development had extended a credit of Rs 15.44 
crores for the execution of the Garhwal-Rishikesh-Chilla hydroelectric project in 
Uttar Pradesh. 


Otficial sources pointed out there has been no grant from Arab countries for devel- 
opment of energy resources in the country. 


The repayment period of loans extended by Arab countries is spread o-er 20 to 25 
years, including five years of grace period. The interest rates are 3.5 per cent 


to four per cent per year. 


However, the credits extended by the OPEC special fund for international Gevelop- 
ment carries only a service charge of 0.75 per cent per year.

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GCVERNMENT REVIEWS INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 1 Jan 82 p 22 


[Text] New Delhi, December 31--An official government review speaks of “impressive 
performance™ in the industrial sector in 1981 and points out that the negative 
trend in the rate of production registered in 1979-80 has been reversed. 


The growth rate which was four percent in 1980-81 went up to 10.1 per cent in the 
first six months of 1981-82 (April to September). Manufacturing, mining and quar- 
rying and electricity registered a rise of &.7 per cent, 16.3 per cent and 14.3 

per cent respectively. The production of selected DGTD industries, with a weight 
of 40 per cent in the general index of industrial production recorded a growth of 
12.4 per cent. 


Recent trends in industrial production have generally established a correlation be- 
tween the growth of infrastructure industries and the overall industrial growth 
rate, says the official handout. Six infrastructure industries--electricity, coal, 
saleable steel, petroleum refinery products, crude petroleum and cement--which ac- 
count for a combined weight of 23 per cent in the general index, showed an overal] 
increase of 16.4 per cent in the period April to November. 


Rates of Growth 


The rates of growth recorded by electricity (11.9 per cent), coal (11.3 per cent), 
saleable steel (21.4 per cent), crude petroleum (62.1 per cent), petroleum refinery 
products (18.5 per cent) and cement (16.3 per cent) indicate a climate favourable 
for achieving the targeted rate of growth for the financial year. 


To reduce regional inequalities, the government announced a nucleus plant prograrre. 
Under it, a number of locations have been identified by the state governments and 
Union territories. Reports of task forces have been received in respect of ten lo- 
cations in Punjab, Orissa, Kerala, Maharashtra, Himachal Pradesh and Andhra Pra- 
desh. The government is considering a package of incentives and concessions to 
investors in nucleus plants set up under the programme. 


To help the small-scale sector, the government raised the investment in plants and 
machinery from Rs. 10 lakhs to Rs. 20 lakhs for each unit and from Rs. 15 lakhs to 
Rs. 25 lakhs for ancillary units. 
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To the list of 15 industries mentioned for facility for automatic growth, another 
19 industries were added, thereby increasing their number to 34 for automatic 
growth of five per cent a year, subject to a maximum of 25 per cent over a five- 
year period. 


This is subject to the condition that the item is not reserved for the small-scale 
sector or the public sector and the undertaking is not a dominant unit in this 
particular item of manufacture. The government regularised excess capacity over 
the licensed or registered capacity in 34 industries of importance to the national 
economy. 


The government also streamlined the licensing procedures and reduced the time-frame 
for the disposal of applications from 90 days to 60 days in the case of non-MRTP 
and non-FERA companies and from 150 or 120 days to 90 days for MRTP and FERA 
companies. 


A special scheme for the setting up of 100 per cent export-oriented units was 
introduced with facilities for duty-free exemption for the import of capital goods, 
raw materials and components. 


Backward Areas 


Backward area development received special attention during the year. The press 
release says the policy measures designed to secure industrial dispersal have 
proved very effective and industrial activity in the backward areas is on the 
increase. 


Similarly, a substantial portion of the amounts sanctioned and disbursed by tern- 
lending financial institutions is going to the backward areas. 


Recognising that infrastructural difficulties have militated against the develop- 
ment of industries in the north-east region, an ambitious development programme in 
terms of railway lines, bridges, road network,etc. is being undertaken. The gov- 
ernment also enhanced the capital investment subsidy from 15 per cent to 20 per 
cent from March last in respect of areas eligible to such subsidy in the north-east 
region. A decision on restructuring the transport subsidy scheme covering remote 
and inaccessible areas, including the north-east, is expected to be taken shortly. 


Investment Up 


According to the official review, there has been a marked improvement in the in- 
vestment climate and the uptrend in production is continuing with a deceleration 
in the inflationary pressures in the economy. 


The total assistance sanctioned by all-India financial institutions including the 
Unit Trust of India, the LIC and the GIC increased from Rs. 20108 crores in 1979- 
RO to Rs. 2,580 crores in 1980-81. The total amount of disbursement rose fror 
Rs. 1,273 crores to Ps. 1,714 crores during the same period The Industrial Devel- 
opment Bank of India, which is the eapex institution, registered an increase of 

— per cent in sanctions and 36.4 per cent in disbursement during the period. 


"The general buoyancy in the investment climate," concludes the industry ministry's 
review, "along with deliberate efforts of the government, would help maintain the 


momentum of industrial growth in the coming years," the report notes. 
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DEFENSE MINISTRY REVIEWS 1981 DEVELOPMENTS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 1 Jan 82 p 22 


[Text] New Delhi, December 31--The year 1981 was an eventful year for India's 
armed forces with extensive modernisation and re-equipping taking place in the 
context of the changing geo-political situation in the neighbourhood, says an of- 
ficial review by the defence ministry. 


With the massive influx of sophisticated arms and armaments in the neighbouring 
countries and clouds of big-power confrontation looming large on the horizon, the 
armed forces were left with no option but to go in for extensive modernisation to 
Give them more “punch and power" to meet the growing threats. 


The air force was re-equipped with sophisticated aircraft like the MiG-25 and 
Jaguars. It is thinking of inducting another futuristic fighter aircraft into 
service. 


Crude production: Surveys conducted and analyses made of the available data would 
suggest that India's oil-bearing regions are much more extensive and have greater 
potential than realised so far, according to oil experts. 


They say that the prospects of oil strikes in 1982 are good. For the first time 
in many years, exploration will be resumed in Jaisalmar in Rajasthan in February 
and offshore drilling taken up in the Godavari basin in January and the Mahanadi 
basin in April. 


Drilling is already on in Tripura, West Bengal and Arunachal Pradesh, with major 
oil strikes in 1981 in the Palk Bay and east of Bombay High and a gas find on the 
eastern outskirts of Agartala. 


Total production from onshore and offshore fields increased from 9.39 million ton- 
nes in 1980 to 14.56 million tonnes. The financial year 1981-82 is expected to 
close with a production of 16 million tonnes. 


Fertiliser: Fertiliser production took a big leap forward, according to the min- 

istry of petroleum, chemicals and fertilisers. During the eleven months from Jan- 
uary to November, production totalled 2.68 million tonnes, marking an increase of 

48.5 per cent over the corresponding period of 1980. 
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Three new plants started commercial production during the year. Fertiliser cap - 
ity increased to 4.725 million tonnes of nitrogen and 1.415 million tonnes of 
phosphates from 4.547 million tonnes and 1.282 million tonnes respectively at the 
beginning of the year. 


Irrigation: The year-end review of the performance of the irrigation ministry 
says that the national water development agency is expected to start functioning 
in the next financial year. The agency is to take up surveys and investigations 
for creating storages and inter-linking peninsular rivers. The work is to be com- 
pleted in seven to ten years. 


The agency will be part of a Rs. 50,000-crore national perspective plan which en- 
visages the development of both Himalayan and peninsular rivers. 


An additional irrigation potential of 2.44 million hectares was created during 
1980-81 and a target of 2.68 million hectares has been set for 1981-82.

(Text) Oil production recorded dramatic 55 per cent increase in 1981 with 14.56 
million tonnes mark at the end of 1981 as against 9.39 million tonnes in 1980. 


The financial year 1981-82 [word indistinct] likely to close with the total produc- 
tion from the onshore and offshore fields at 16 million tonnes as against 10.5 mil- 
lion tonnes during 1980-81. 


An official year-end review says that the year 1981 was for the first time in last 
few years, free from recurring shortages of petroleum products. 


Increased production led to reduction of import of crude oil and petroleum products. 
Crude oil imports for 1981 were not expected to exceed 15 million tonnes, while 
products imported were expected to be about five million tonnes. 


Till September 1981, imports of crude were 11.81 million tonnes and products 4.5 
million tonnes as against 16 million tonnes of crude and 6.8 million tonnes of 
products imported during 1980. 


Crude imports are likely to be even less in 1982 with imports around 14.5 million 
tonnes. 


The review says that after suffering a near four million tonne loss out of a possi- 
ble production of 5.2 million tonnes during 1980 due to the Assam agitation, oil 
production in the North-East region steadily returned to normal. 


Production from this region in 1981 estimated to be about 5.5 million tonnes. 


In the weste: region, the production level of nearly three million tonnes from the 
Gujarat oil } «lds was maintained. But there had been significant rise from the 
offshore Bomoay High from about 4.53 million tonnes to nearly seven million tonnes 
in October. On 17 December Bombay High well produced 200,000 barrels a day which 
works out to an annual production rate of nine million tonnes. 


Offshore 


A significant development during the year was the increase in oil-in-place in the 
offshore. The revised estimates of proven oil reserves in the offshore areas now 
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million tonnes--an increase of 300 million tonnes than what was 


stand at 2.500 
rlier.

This has enabled an increase in the total crude oil production in the plan period 
from 93.4 million tonnes to 1095 million tonnes. 


It is expected that by the lsat year of the sixth Plan, indigenous crude oil pro- 
duction will have reached a level of 30 million tonnes meeting almost 70 per cent 
of the country's crude oil requirements. 


This estimate does not take into account the oil strikes in B-57 east of Bombay 
High and in Polk Bay last September and October. 


The ONGC is drilling more exploratory wells in these new structures to assess their 
potential and work out their commercial viability by the middle of 1982. 


There were relatively minor oil and gas discoveries made in Kudara and Sisodara in 
sujarat and Napamua and Bogapani in Assam. Gas was also discovered in a well in 


the Baramura structure in Tripura. 


To accelerate exploration, bids were called from foreign oil companies for the off- 
shore and on-shore basins. 


At the end of the year, it was decided to award Saurashtra II offshore block an 
American oil firm. This was preceded by a protocol signed with the Soviet Union 


in November. 


With increased indigenous production, the total crude throughout in the refineries 
also rose by four million tonnes.

The agreement envisages that Selkhospromexport of 
Moscow will render technical assistance to the Central Water Commission in working 
out a feasibility report on the execution of works using directional blasting 
technique for constructing an experimental canal and dam. The report will be pre- 
pared in two stages. The first stage shall consist of the collection of initial 
data and an assessment of the suitability of the site chosen for the dam. The sec- 
ond stage will consist of the preparation of the final feasibility report. This 
contract pertains to the first stage only. This project is experimental in nature 
and has been undertaken for research purposes. The preparation of the pre-feasi- 
bility report shall be financed from the credit granted by the Soviet Union to the 
Government of India in conformity with the agreement of December 10, 1980 and in 
accordance with the provisions of the Indo-Soviet Protocol of November 25, 1978.

BBC ANALYZES FOREIGN POLICY, AID, DEVELOPMENTS

[Text] Last week, the socialist government 
of Mr Kayson Phomvihan held celebrations 

to commemorate the sixth anniversary of the 
communist takeover and the establishment of 
communism in the country. The following 1S a 
BBC analysis of Laos 6 years after the 
revolution. 


The reports broadcast by Radio Vietniane during this year's 
Sixth anniversary celebrations referred to the progress and 
future directions of Laos and they were full of optimism that 
Laos was on the verge of becoming self-Supporting concerning 
rice production. 


Things were peaceful in Laos almost all of last year. Warnings 
were given to party members and officials who still held to 

Old practices in the position of small producers and businessmen. 
And warnings were given to the refugee Lao people who, on behalf 
of China and the American imperialists, are trying to disrupt 

the solidarity of Laos and Indochina. 


As a small country with a population of only 3 million people, 

Laos can claim that it has scored achievements that Vietnam 

and Kampuchea have not. This year, Laos will become self-Supporting 
in rice production. This will allow Laos to cultivate other 

types of crops such as coffee, cotton and tobacco and new crops 
Such aS Cassava, sweet potatoes and corn. 


The Lao government has been able to stress economic efficieny 
because Laos does not have any great problems concerning stability, 
even though the matter of stability still exists since large 
Vietnamese military forces are still in Laos. 
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Economic observers think the the economic security of Laos 

aS compared with that of Vietnam and Kampuchea stems from the 
fact that Laos has not forced people to follow a system of 
‘Ommunal ownership but has instead used a voluntary system. 
For this reason, tne Lao people have become more enthusiastic 
about production. 


Concerning this, some observers believe that Vietnam 1s trying 

to use Laos aS an example by using a controlled form of agricultural 
production that is freer than before. Laos saw the advantage 

of this and so it changed and put this system into use after 

10 percent of the Lao people fled abroad when Laos become communist. 


Those who have visited Laos recently Nave pointed out that, 
even though Vietnam has a large number of troops in Laos, they 
do not play any role in civilian administration. Visitors say 
that even in Vientiane very few Vietnamese are seen, except 
for those who have lived and worked there for many years. But 
advisors from the Sov.et Union and Eastern Europe are highly 
visible. 


Like Vietnam, Laos has formed close ties with the eastern European 
countries. Laos has observer status in the Comecon. Laos receives 
most of its foreign aid from the Comecon. Western experts have 
estimated that this aid amounts to $100 million. As for aid 

from noncommunist countries, Laos has received aid amounting 

to approximately $30 million. 


Even though agricultural production in Laos has improved, in 
terms of its national income, Laos 1s still one of the poorest 
countries in the world. 


One matter that was discussed during the broadcast on the occasion 
‘f the sixth anniversary was the first National Congress held 

to discuss the Hmong problem. Large numbers of Lao citizens 

belong to various tribal groups. There was a report that states 
that these tribal groups, especially an important group known 

as the Hmongs, are opposing the government. 


The fact that the Lao radio hasS given such great attention 

1o the Hmongs and even to the recent new year celebrations 

of other groups such as the Yao, Ikaw, Lao Thoeng and Black 
(Thais indicates that the communist government of Laos realizes 
the necessity of having the support of these groups. 


The resolution that the party Political Bureau presented at 
the National Congress concerned the necessity of enabling the 
Various ethnic groups to have tight solidarity and it 


mentioned building good houses for those groups that are ethnic 
minority Groups.

EDITORTAL HOPES FEDERAL COUNCIL WILL CONTROL BUREAUCRACY, BRING ELECTIONS 
Karachi JANG in Urdu 27 Dec 81 p 3 
(Editorial: "The Establishment of the Federal Council"} 


[Text | President Zia-ul-Haq has announced the formation of the Federal Council. 
The number of members of this Council will not exceed 350. The names of 287 
members have been announced, and the names of the remaining members will be 
announced later. All regions of the country have been represented in the Federal 
Council. Religious leaders, tribal chiefs, doctors, merchants, farmers, workers, 
social workers, women and minorities have also been represented. President Zia 
himself described the characteristics of the Federal Council in these words, "The 
Federal Council will not be a substitute for the National Assembly, and it cannot 
substitute for it. It will just fill the present vacuum for a temporary period, 
and as soon as the National Assembly comes into existence in the proper manner, it 
will cease to exist." 


The President said of the elections that "despite our complete efforts and full 
readiness we have been unable to hold elections. The intelligentsia and a majority 
of the people agree with us that in the present situation there is apprehension 
that general elections, rather than strengthening the security, national unity 

and peace of the country, might be harmful, and it is in the wider interest of the 
country that national security be given priority over every other interest. Not 
having elections in the present situation does not mean that there can never be 
elections in the country, nor that the country is not worthy of democracy. It just 
means that while elections are one means to attain national security, national 
unity and the betterment of the people, the experience of the past has shown that 
general elections in our country have for the most part been the cause of tumult, 
hooliganism and destructior." The president said he wants to call elections in 
which, rezardless of the defeat or victory of the candidates, there will not be 
anv danyer to the security and unity of the nation. The President expressed hope 
that this will not take much longer. 


What is reassuring about the president's speech is that the president considers 

a Federal Council composed of elected representatives of the people to be ideal. 
The Federal Council is temporary, and the president considers elections one means 
towards the national security and unity and the betterment of the people, and he 
wants to produce conditions in which elections will not be any danger to the 
country's security and unity. These matters are undoubtedly reassuring, and the 
people of the country also believe that sincere efforts are being made for the 
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establistment of an Islamic system and democracy. The reason for their worry 

ind uneasiness, however, is the bureaucracy, which becomes more powerful in the 
absence of an elected and representative government. The people give power, which 
is a trust from God, into the hands of their elected representatives, and these 
representatives use this power ind authority on behalf of the people. The status 
of the rulers is that of a servant, and they are always conscious of the fact that 
the people will hold them accountable. But when there are no elected institutions, 
instead of considering themselves the servants of the people, they begin to think 
of themselves as their masters, and it is then that bribery and corruption grow. 
Up co now there has never been a democracy in the true sense in Pakistan. Therefore 
the real power here has always been in the hands of the bureaucracy, and this has 
proven to be the root of evil. It is for this reason that the people want an 
Islamic democracy in the country, so that authority will be used with the feeling 
that it is to serve the people and that it is a trust from God. 


Now that the elections have been put off on the basis of various, greater interests 
of the country, the bureaucracy has been given more time. So far as the nominated 
Federal Council is concerned, certainly it will give effective advice, but it will 
not be able to affect the bureaucracy in the same way that an elected assembly 
could. Therefore we recommend that the temporary period of the Federal Council 

be made as brief as possible, and that elections be held on a party or non-party 
basis as soon as it ends. We have before us the experience of the mnicipal 
elections. These elections have given the people a feeling of participation on 
the municipal level. The feeling among the councillors that they were the elected 
representatives of the people gave them strength, and the mnicipal administrations 
realized that there was the power of the people behind these representatives. They 
have developed a fear of accountability and a feeling of being answerable to the 
people, which has increased their efficiency. The old defects of the bureaucracy 
are undoubtedly still present in the municipal system, but if elections continue 
on the municipal level, these defects will decrease. This experience on the local 
level also shows us that the duration of the Federal Council should be as short 
as possible because the longer it is in effect, the more delay there will be in 
reforming the bureaucracy, and the ills of the bureaucracy wiil destroy all the 
good works done so far. The members of the Federal Council are not elected by the 
people, but if thev care for the feelings and emotions of the people, give good 
idvice without fear or greed and do their work honestly, they can win the 
contidence and support of the people. In an elected assembly there is also an 
opposition party which tries to keep the ruling party on the right path through 
healthy criticism, but in the Federal Council there will not be, and cannot be, 
iny Opposition party. The members of the Federal Council can fill this gap by 
playing a healthy, critical role. It is their duty to give good advice to the 
government of President Zia, and to place before him plans and proposals which 
will prove of assistance in establishing an Islamic system and bringing closer the 
stage of elections. We hope that they will not hesitate to speak the truth out of 
tear of losing their position. If they hide the truth tn order to keep their 
membership, they will be helping neither President Zia nor the country. 


We also recommend that when the Federal Council has been completed, the ban on 
political parties and activities be lifted. This will have two advantages. First, 
having the viewpotnt of the politicians in regard to aational matters will aid 
the Federal Council in reaching correct decisions, and second, it will nip in 
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the bud those elements which have been taking advantage of the vacuum to try to 
promote terrorism and destruction. In addition, it will give the politicians a 
chance during this short period to demonstrate that they want to promote positive 
political action rather than indulge in mud-slinging against each other. The 
politicians should also be aware of their responsibilities in the present situation. 
The dangers appearing on the borders and the economic conditions demand that the 
politicians organize and strengthen themselves, and adopt such practices as will 
promote healthy political activity in the country. 


[t is in the best interests of the country that power be shifted from the army 

into the hands of the elected representatives of the people in a very orderly and 
peaceful manner. The goal of the powers hostile to Pakistan now is that disorder 
and anarchy should spread in the country, and they should have a chance to appoint 
their agents here. The way to prevent the success of the enemies of Pakistan is to 
in no way let go of law and order, so that the road to democracy will become smooth 
without delay. 


Finally, we sometimes ponder the fact that since the partition of the sub-continent, 
democracy has been established in India. And after Bangladesh came into existence, 
democracy was established there too in extremely difficult circumstances, and the 
links of democracy have not been permitted to break despite every kind of 
disturbance ind the more serious events. But what has happened to our Pakistan 

that democracy has not been established or maintained here? We should look inside 
ourselves when we think about this. We think there can be two reasons for this. 
Either we are completely unworthy of maintaining a democracy, or, after October 
1958, the intentions of our leaders have become evil and they have become dishonest.

COUNCIL MEMBERS SHOULD WORK TOGETHER TO MAKE ELECTIONS POSSIBLE SOON 
Lahore NAWA-I-WAQT in Urdu 27 Dec 81 p 5 
[Editorial: "The Federal Council--Some Fundamental Demands" } 


[Text | When the presidential order for the formation of the Federal Council was 
issued, the names of the greater part of the members of this institution (28/7 out 
of 350) were also announced. In this regard, President Zia-ul-Haq once more made 
it clear in his broadcast speech that the real goal before us is to establish an 
Islamic democracy in which the reins of duty and authority will be in the hands 

of the elected representatives of the people. However, as general elections could 
be harmful to the security of the country in the present situation, this temporary 
system has been adopted to provide for the participation and advice of the people 
in matters of governing the country. 


For almost one and a half year the establishment of a Federal Council has been a 
subject of discussion, review and intentions, and those circles favoring a 
democracy too, saying that "something, at any rate, is better than nothing,” have 
given the impression of willing to tolerate the establishment of this temporary 
institution as a necessary step until the holding of general elections. It is to 
be hoped that after such care has been taken in the establishment of this insti- 
tution, and such a long period devoted to scrutinizing the nomination of the mem- 
bers, they will now act with alacrity and energy to fulfill the expectations of the 
government and the people. Rather than prolong the life of this institution, 

we hope they would make an honest effort to work efficiently and selflessly to 
produce the conditions which will make possible progress as quickly as possible 
towards the basic and fundamental goal, which is to establish an Islamic democracy. 
The true standard by which to judge a performance is by its results, and the best 
judges in national matters are the people themselves. It is they alone who are 
competent to decide to what extent and in what way establishing this temporary 
institution for the sake of expediency rather than having general elections has 
heen of benefit to the country. 


It is usually considered relatively more simple and easy to have nominations 

rather than elections, but from the amount of time it took to nominate even 28/7 

out of the sought after 350, we can see very well that where the representation 

and expression of the will of the people are involved, choosing nominees who 

will live up to their expectations is no easy matter. Should the wrong kind of 
representatives be chosen in any election, any deficiency can be considered the 
fault of the voters, while in the nomination method the entire responsibility falls 
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into the laps of those who are doing the nominating. The president in his broad- 
ist in regard to the nominees also clearly mentioned the possibility of human 
shortcomings, but those gentlemen nominated by the government should be judged 
in light of those same characteristics as he himself has been demanding in regard 
to the candidates for election in an Islamic system. Whereas the worth, exper- 
ience, suitability and merit of some of the nominated gentlemen will be 
acknowledged, those who are familiar with current affairs, upon seeing the names of 
some of the gentlemen in the list, will react by reflecting the view that it is a 
sign of a coming election. 


It would have been appropriate for the membership of the Federal Council to have 
been limited to about 200 to 250, but it seems that the number was increased to 
$50 to safeguard various special interests, particularly to give room to local 

and regional factions. As all the ministers and advisors will also have the rank 
of members, the membership of the Council will reach at least 400, and everyone 
will agree that this is a very large number. It would be difficult now to mke 
any decrease in the number of the 287 gentlemen whose names have already been 
announced, but it would not be out of place to request that a second look be 

taken at the matter of nominating an additional 63, and that the number of 

members of the Council not be increased beyond 300. According to the president's 
announcement, the members of the Council will have the same privileges which the 
members of the preceding National Assembly had, so the aspect of burden on the 
budget and the narional treasury should also be borne in mind and priority given 
to better efficiency rather than to increasing the number. In this regard it is 
essential that the Federal Council not follow the lead of the Provincial Councils 
in the matter of calling their sessions. Their sessions are called after a long 
period of time, and for only 2 or 3 days, so that their members do not even have a 
chance to finish exchanging greetings before the session ends. 


Secondly, as a large number of the gentlemen nominated to the Council belong to 
regional factions which have always been in opposition to each other on tribal or 
political grounds, or have been considered to have been in opposition, it is 
essential that there be an attempt at conciliation between them so that they may 
rise above their old traditional factionalism and be able to work for the good 

of the country. If the members of the Council (which the president has also been 
calling his 'Majlis-i-shura’ or advisory council) persist in holding on to their 
factionalism and trying to pull each other down, it will help neither the country 
nor the present government, which has not only honored these gentlemen by having 
them participate in the government, but has put its trust and confidence in them

ADMINISTRATION'S ATTITUDE TOWARDS JOURNALISTS CRITICIZED

[Text] The Governor of Punjab, Lt Gen Ghulam Jilani Khan and the under secre- 
tary, Choudhary Muhammad Siddiq occasionally give instructions to the divisional 
and district commissioners to tour the towns and cities to solve the people's 
grievances. To some extent, these instructions are carried out by the officials. 
Usually, the touring divisional and district commissioners act upon the people's 
requests by giving on-the-spot instructions. Some requests (consisting of petty 
complaints) for which instructions for action are given by the commissioner,

of mentioning the above point is that a week ago, the commissioner of Sargodha, 
Mian Muhammad Azhar left for a divisional tour and at Mianwali, during a meet- 
ing of the public relations committee, instructed the district chiefs that no one 
should be exempted from paying government taxes and the law should be carried 
out so efficiently that positive results are obtained. 


During the public relations campaign, the commissioner listened to the people's 
complaints and assured them of acting upon them. A delegation of journalists 

trom Mianwali also met the commissioner and demanded that the accusations against 
Khan Zaman Khan (correspondent of NAWA-I-WAQT) and Murad Kazim Nagi be withdrawn. 
The commissioner promised that he would discuss the matter with the deputy inspec- 
tor general of police, Sargodiia Range. 


We feel that the commissioner should have instructed the deputy commissioner 

of Mianwali, to withdraw the prosecution cases against the journalists. This 
would have not only promoted cordial relations between the administration and 
journalists but would have enhanced the commissioner's respect among the journal- 
ists. The only wrong-doing of the two above-mentioned journalists was that they 
furnished their newspapers with the news of the ever-increasing crime in Mianwali.

CLARIFICATION OF PROPOSED CODE OF CONDUCT FOR PRESS DEMANDED 
Lahore CHATAN in Urdu 7 Dec 81 pp 13, 14 


[Article by Jawad Akhtar: "Code of Conduct Needs Clarification; Why Is News- 
paper Censorship Not Satisfactory? Can Reference to a Political Personality 
Upon His Death Be Also Included Under Political Activities?" ] 


[Text] There is again news in the 29 November issue of JANG from Lahore that 
the secretary of information and broadcasting, Maj Gen Mujib-ur-Rehman, during 
an informal conversation with the press after the prize distribution ceremony 
for the best television advertisements, said: "The Press and Publications Ordi- 
nance should have been revoked by some political government but in spite of 
martial law government, we are heading towards it and the process of annulment 
of censorship is gradually under way. Though the experiment of imposing partial 
censorship on certain newspapers has not proved so effective, action is being 
taken upon the program of gradual revocation of press censorship. 


"This problem can easily be solved if the newspapers themselves bear in mind 
some principles: 


"1. Nothing is printed contrary to the ideology of Pakistan. 
“2 As long as there is a ban on political activities, nothing should be 
written in this regard. 


"3. There should be no news against martial law. 
"4, Any material having a diverse affect on friendly nations, should not be 
published." 


[The good news of the formulation of the code of conduct for the press has been 
heard for quite some time. However, a year ago Maj Gen Mujib-ur-Rehman himself 
said that enacting upon such a code of conduct would be rather difficult. Simi- 
larly, prior to his departure for London, the minister for information and broad- 
casting has said that a code of conduct is promulgated for criminals and the 
government regards the press as a group of good citizens requiring no code of 
conduct. 


there is a happy news once again that the code of conduct is almost ready. The 
purpose of referring to these statements made by the authorities is not to point 
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sut the fact that the officials concerned have made contradictory statements 

mn various occasions. It seems that these authorities are faced with different 
Situation at different times and every statement of theirs reflects that parti- 
‘ular situation. Otherwise, as far as solving the problem is concerned, the 
government is certainly serious and anxious to do that. 


We teel that in this matter the government and the press face some mutual prob- 
lems and an understanding of these problems can lead to many ways of resolving 


> 


ihe issue, 


In tact, serious and sincere efforts will prove fruitful. The tragedy is that 
our country makes no effort to reform the situation. If any effort is made, 

it is based on a one-sided view. [The authorities issuing the order take it for 
granted that law-abiding people would act upon their order with the belief that 
theirs is the final word. 


tically speaking, this is incorrect. Before undertaking a task, the people 
concerned should be consulted, atter which, laws and regulations should be made. 
there are numerous examples of the issuance of orders with one-sided view but 
presently, let us look at this most recent example. 


Recently the government lifted its censorship ban on some newspapers including 
JANG, NAWA-L-WAQT and MASHRIQ (Lahore). According to our sources of informa- 
tion, the ,overnment has made a similar decision previously. It can be argued 

that the step taken by the government was for the betterment of the existing 

situation and perhaps the government wished to know as to how much sense of 

responsibility the newspaper proprietors possessed and how much "self-censorship' 
hev could undertake. 


lhe government had once retrieved thes. privileges from the daily newspapers, 
from which it appears that thev could not abide by their own principles as the 
government had wished them to do. The freedom given to them is now once again 
in doubt according to the recent statement made by the secretary of information 
and the newspapers can be deprived of this privilege at any time. The point 
worth mentioning here is that on both occasions, the government granted privi- 
leges to the daily newspapers but it did not consider the weekly magazines 
worthy of such temporary privileges. When such a privilege is retrieved from 
the daily newspape©rs, the government becomes more sensitive and reproves of 
even those things which are normally not checked. We have no objection to the 


covernment's sensitivity, but, we strongly feel that when the members of the 
censor-board see that the privilege has been retrieved from the daily news- 
papers, they immediately acquire a relatively harsh attitude towards the weekly 


magazines, although the sphere of activity of the weeklies is quite different. 

[f weekly magazines are considered undeserving of some temporary privilege, the 
‘trictness of deleting words that follows the retrievement of privileges granted 
to the daily newspapers should in principle and morally not be applied to the 
weekly magazines. 


It i ilso strange that whatever material is published in these daily newspapers, 
none of their writings can either he quoted or easily commented upon by the 
weekly magizines. What can one savy or write when confronted with such a diffi- 
cult situation! One has still to await the formulation of the code of conduct 
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for the newspapers. For the time being, it is being formed in such a manner 
and so slowly, that no one can expect it to be ready anytime soon. Its compo- 
Sition will still take considerable time. Constant attacks from the censorship 
has indeed made a journalist's life miserable. Instead of creating such an 
uncertain situation, it would be preferred if the government would set some 
guiding rules for the newspapers. Individuals not abiding by these rules can 
be held questionable before the courts. This will at least form a discipline 
to be followed which is nonexistent now. 


The four points stressed by the secretary of information can actually be adopted 
as guiding principles for the press. However, this suggestion has one problem 
which must be addressed. 


i. When it is said that nothing should be printed contrary to the ideology of 
Pakistan, an agreeable definition of that ideology should also be given. Other- 
wise, this point can be misused when desired and anything can be claimed as be- 
ing against the Pakistani ideology and canceled by the person in charge of 
censorship. The number of ideologies for the establishment of Pakistan exceeds 
the number of years of its existence. We are intentionally avoiding to give an 
example here because such examples can make the matter worse. Our only objec- 
tive is to draw attention toward a point which has been ignored in this princi- 
ple. in our opinion, the point to be stressed here is that nothing should be 
printed against the acknowledged principles of Islam, because we believe that 
Islam is the ideology of Pakistan and anybody who utters words against Islam 
and support of any other "ism" negates that ideology. 


2. [It is suggested that as long as a ban on political activities exi.ts, nothing 
should be published in this regard. This point does not define political activ- 
ities. Whatever is happening in the country in the name of a "defunct party" 
can be included in the category of political activities or not? Let us leave 
that aside. At times, certain ministers and high officials review the politi- 
cal parties and their personalities in their speeches, which indirectly creates 
a political atmosphere. Can these actions be called political? When a polici- 
cal figure dies, can des«ribing his life with reference to his death be included 
under political activities or not? Clarifying these and other such points can 
make this rule worth acting upon. 


d. Another rule stressed by the secretary of information in his speech is that 
nothing should be printed against martial law. There is a small hitch in this 
rule. It is one thing to be against martial law and quite another (to say some- 
thing, about it. Usually, the latter is regarded as having the same meaning a 
the tormer, though there is a vast difference between them. [lt is obvious that 
no one can dare to write anything which is against the martial law. If the 
present martial law authorities have a misunderstanding about this, it can only 
be due to a discussion of such matters in the past, i.e., in the earlier martial 
law administrations. 


\gain, the discussion of martial Law has two aspects. What is said will b« 

in favor of it, or at least nothing against it. This expectation is not im- 
proper and the martial law authorities clearly would not have any objection to 
its adherence. However, what is the solution to this problem? As soon as a 
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censor official reads the writing of a well-educated journalist and comes 
across the word "martial law," he panics and censors the entire page. It is 
essential to set some guiding rules for the journalist to prevent him from 
swaying and straying. A clear definition and an explanation of these rules 
should be given, so that the journalists' labors are not chopped up mercilessly. 


4. The last guiding principle says that no disparaging remarks should be made 
about triendly nations. This rule should be easy to define. Every journalist 
Should be provided with a list of the names of friendly nations, although there 
is no standard set for friendship or enmity for certain countries. Anyway, no 
Pakistani citizen is ready to acknowledge India as his friend and if he insists 
upon this friendship, his Pakistani citizenship is in doubt. 


One has to bear in mind here that there is a difference between friendship and 
peace, too. Establishing peaceful relations with another country is in the 
national interest and may not be essential to have friendly ties with it. At 
least, there should be a clarification for an anti-Pakistan country like India 

as to how much the newspapers are entitled to say with reference to that country. 


It these rules along with its definitions and clarifications are laid out for 
the newspapers and magazines, the result will certainly be worthwhile and there 
will be no need for the enforcement of a "temporary" censorship.

TERRORIST GROUP UNDER INVESTIGATION

[Text] The local CIA police have further widened their circle of investigation of 
terrorism, anu Councillor Zudaidah Malik, who is under investigation, has been moved 
to the Lahore fort where a special investigative team is continuing the questioning. 
In addition to Zubaidah Malik, the Faisalabad police have already taken into custody 
Iqbal Masih; Ashfaq Machi; Abdul Hamid Bat of Waris Pur; Parvez; Mahbub, a Lahore 
lawyer; Inder Gorela and municipal councillor Yusuf Minhas. According to police 
sources Zubaidah Malik worked as a contact with a group that planned to sabotage 

the order of the city. The plan was discovered in time. This group is led by a 
terrorist named Azam Butt who had recently arrived from Kabul where he had 

received training. It has been learned that Azam Butt is wanted by the police 

in several localities and that he has been underground for 2 years. Despite the 
strenuous efforts of the police, they have been unable to trace him, and consequently 
the investigation has not made satisfactory progress. The existence of this group 
was revealed by one Amin Butt of the San Pur area whom the military court had 
sentenced to 1 year at hard labor for taking part in subversive activities in Lahore. 
It has also been learned that Councillor Zubaidah Malik belongs to a particular 
religious sect. Jamin, another person belonging to this sect, has already been 
arrested in Islamabad. Of Zubaidah Malik's two sons, for whom she had found employ- 
ment in the Corporation, Shafiq has already been arrested, and the other is still 
underground. The local FIA is also pursing an inquiry into the terrorist organiza- 
tion and has captured a large quantity of subversive literature from which further 
discoveries are expected.

COMMENTARY POINTS OU’) CONCERN WITH INTERNAL SITUATION 
Karachi DAWN in English 17 Jan 82 p 10 
{Column by Anis Mirza: "Deluge of Speeches on Internal Situation"] 


[Text] Islamabad, Jan. 16: From the rugged hills of Baluchistan to the high- 

rise flats of Karachi, the voices of Shoora members rose and fell in the hallowed 
habitat of the Federal Council auditorium. The themes they touched upon were 

all too familiar: the burden of high prices on the poor, corruption in the adminis- 
tration, unrest among students, sectariansim, and the Shahadat of Chaudhury Zahur 
Elahi. The deluge of speeches in the long debate on the internal situation in 
Pakistan, started when the Majlis-i-Shoora resumed its session after the Friday 
recess. Interior Minister Mahmoud Haroon suffering from a strained back after a 
brief appearance in the House during the long morning session, retired to his 

office to follow the debate. 


Before the members commenced their criticism of Mr. Haroon's speech, the House 
discussed the permissibility of an adjournment motion by Hazara's Enayatur Rahman 
Abbasi, on the increase in gas, oil and electricity prices. Rising from the 
Ministerial benches, Finance Minister Ghulam Ishaq Khan defended the recent price 
rise and argued that it would not adversely affect the economy of the country. 

He said inflation had been contained and the rate of inflation during 1971-77 

was twice as high as it was today. The Finance Minister clearly enunciated: 

"No one loses or gains in inflation. Everyone countributes [as published] 
towards inflation, becomes its victim as well as its beneficiary." 


From the back benches, Karachi's Zahurul Hassan Bhopali supported the Abbasi 
motion and argued that it was a subject of national importance. He was critical 
of the price increase because it had been done after the announcement of the 
Majlis-i-Shoora. Mr Ishaq readily agreed when a member pointed out that the 
salaried class was the prime victim of the rise in prices. 


About 20 members participated in the morning session. One of the first to lambast 
the speech of Mr Mahmoud Haroon was Mr Mumtaz Ahmed. The member charged that the 
Interior Minister had not taken the House into confidence and his address was 
entirely based on a bureaucratic brief, Mr Mumtaz Ahmed said Mr Haroon had said 
nothing about the boys who had moved into the mountains of Baluchistan during the 
resistance period. Instead he had piled the blame on Al-Zulfiqar. He was also 
silent on the Sindhu Desh and Jiyay Sindh movements nor had he said a word about 
recent distribution of leaflets in Rawalpindi, arrests of lecturers and the 
circulation of subversive literature.

Several young members from agricultural political families were very vocal and 
outspoken. Young Liaquat Jatoi, son of veteran Muslim Leaguer Abdul Hameed Jatoi, 
from Dadu, was very critical about the law and order situation in his home town. 
Standing akimbo in a casual waist-length zippered jacket, Liaquat Jatoi, (who 
Swings his hands and has his father's voice) in an animated tone proudly announced 
that he was proud to belong to Sind for all its backwardness and poverty. He 

said instead of abstract speeches, the House should investigate into the real 
causes of students unrest, general frustration and highway robberies. Then 
raising his voice, he added: "We have not come here to lounge in the Holiday Inn 
or chat in the lobbies. The Sindhis are a patriotic people and if the Government 
wants to build a bridge with the people, then let it hear the voices of the 
masses"’. Loud claps thundered across the floor. 


Jam Tamachi, yet another member, talked about student unrest in Sind, sectarian 
clash in Karachi and Khairpur and poor development in the rural areas. Mr. 
Yousuf Raza Gilani from Multan spoke on frustration among young educated unem- 
ployed and said the Interior Minister had said nothing about political parties 
using students to fan unrest. 


The mention of “roti kapra and makan" was heard in the House. The problems of the 
peasants and workers was yet another theme which surfaced during the debate on the 
law and order situation. Mr Mushtaq Amhed Butt of Gujrat said in 34 years rich 
goondas feudal landlords and industrialists had robbed the peasants and the 
workers of their hard earned bread and butter. Workers had given their vote in 
the 1970 elections to a Halaku (Bhutto) who had betrayed their faith and trust. 
Claps burst across the hall, when Mr. Butt said the law and order situation had 
deteriorated because rich criminals, well to do scounderles [as published] of 

the past had been allowed to get away scot-free. He charged that members of the 
administration were in league with them. 


Syed Moinuddin, a wellknown lawyer of Lahore and a trade union leader, said the 
tight security around the State Bank building and the corridors of the Federal 
Advisory Council secretariat was in itself a clear indication, that there was 
terrorism and unrest in the country. Claps resounded across the aisles when the 
Lahore lawyer proclaimed: "Even today the Government is not taking the masses 
into confidence on the real situation." 


Three women members participated in the internal situation debate, Hyderabad's 
Dr. Amina Ashraf said women should be given compulsory military training and 


the Women's National Guards should be reactivated. Begam Tassaduq Hussain 
warned that high prices and unemployment was the prime cause of social unrest 
among the young people. Begum Nusrat Maqbul Elahi wanted a ban on student's 


union elections and Islamic laws to protect the economic rights and property of 
widows of Shaheeds. 


In the absence ot a whip in a non-party House, sounds of discontentment and dis- 
order are now visible. Members want time to aerate their problems. How a larye 
body, like the Majlis, will be jiisciplined and trained to work towards constructive 
ends is hard to understand. One member in the lobby commented: "Let us see. 


This is after all an experiment".

FEDERAL COUNCIL SESSION EXTENDED

[Text] Islamabad, Jan 16: In view of the lively interest evinced by the members 
in the Federal Council debate on the internal security situation, the Chairman, 
Khwaja Mohammad Safdar, acceded to their request to extend the discussion to the 
third day tomorrow. The Chairman said this would lead to the extension in the 
current session of the Council by yet another day and now it is due to adjourn 
sine die on Monday's business. 


Mr Mahmoud A Haroon, Federal Minister of the Interior, who was due to wind up 

the debate tonight, will now speak tomorrow at the end of the debate. Mr Haroon 
had backache and was unable to sit in the House today but the members were assured 
that he was listening to their speeches over the intercom system in his chamber 

at the Council building. Mr Roedad Khan, Federal Interior Secretary and some 
other senior officials were seen in the officials gallery throughout the debate 
today, taking notes. 


Since Thursday when Mr Mahmoud Haroon opened the debate, over 50 members have 
spoken on the motion to discuss the internal situation of Pakistan, until this 
evening. The keenness of the members to express their views on the issue was 
apparent from the first day and despite the Chairman's efforts to limit each 
member's speech to ten minutes or so, it was evident that many members would have 
been disappointed if gullotine was applied at the fag end of the day today. 


While most of the participants in the debate were making their first speeches 

in a forum like this, it was refreshing to find that they were keen to give vent 
to their feelings tampered with reason. [as published] There were not all 
bouquets for the Government. There was pretty strong and forthright criticism of 
the official policies and bureaucracy came under heavy fire from all corners of 
the House. 


Many members differed from the Interior Minister's assessment of the law and 
order situation in the country. He had claimed that on the whole the Government 
had been able to check subversive elements and the law and order situation had 
improved over the last six or seven months. The critical members said that 
apparently the Minister had relied too heavily on the officials reports which 
tended to paint a rosy picture of the situation in the country. They urged 
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the Minister to adopt a more penetrating approach to the conditions in the country, 
specially in sensitive areas of labour, students and religious groups. 


A number of speakers today emphasised that the Government besides adopting more 
effective means and methods to check subversive elements who were better armed, 
should also pay special attention to the conditions which gave rise to discon- 
tentment among the people, specially among the younger generation. They argued 
that rampant corruption in the officialdom, bad economic conditions, unemployment 
and lack of correct guidance to students, were largely responsible for deteriora- 
tion in law and order. Many members called for establishing a just social order 
and narrowing the disparity between the rich and the poor. It was imperative 

that justice should be made available readily and without high cost, they stressed. 


A good number of speakers highly commended President Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq's 

earnest efforts to carry out Islamisation in Pakistan and thus meeting the long- 
standing demand of the people. But at the same time, they asserted, same sincerity 
ind enthusiasm were lacking in the officials who were charged with the implementa- 
tion of Islamic reforms. 


The members called tor more effective steps to check secular and anti-religious 
activities and to curb introduction of foreign ideologies in Pakistan which were 
contrary to Islam. They suggested that the Government should concentrate on the 
educational institutions and ensure that the younger generation was not led away 
from Islam. They asked the Government to impose total ban on students elections 
and unions arguing that the educational institutions should be entirely for educa- 
tional purposes.

Finance Minister Ghulam Ishaq said recent increase in price of gas, cement, oil 
and electricity was only marginal and would not affect the common man adversely. 


Speaking on an adjournment motion, which called for a debate on the recent rise in 
prices of gas, oil and other services and commodities, Mr Ghulam Ishaq said 

recent increase in prices of gas, oil, electricity and cement would not cause 
further inflation because it was nominal. 


He said the present government has succeeded in containing inflation to a reason- 
able limit and observed that in 1971-77 inflation rate was twice as high as it 
was today. 


He said the Government has provided relief to the salaried section which has been 
hard hit by inflation which is worldwide. 


The Finance Minister suggested that the economic situation and rise in prices 
required a threadbare debate in this House and the matter could be taken up at 
appropriate time for a full dress discussion.

motion. 











Another adjournment motion by the same member to discuss incidence of lawless-

LONG-TERM PLAN FOR ECONOMY URGED

[Text] Mr A. W. Clausen, World Bank President, on Saturday lauded the role being 
played by the private sector in Pakistan's economy and called for a long-term 
strategy to further revitalise it. 


He said he was greatly impressed by the progress made by Pakistan in the economic 
field during the last few years. 


Mr Clausen, who flew into Karachi from Tokyo on Friday night, made these observa- 
tions at a meeting held with the Federal Industries Minister, Mr Illahi Bux 
Soomro, at the State Bank of Pakistan Building in Karachi. Beside the Governor 
of the State Bank, Mr A. G. N. Kazi, the meeting was also attended by Mr Ejaz 
Naik, Secretary, Planning ind Economic Affairs Division, heads of various 
financing agencies and corporate bodies, including PICIC, NDFC, IDBP, ADBP, 

and Federation of Pakistan Chambers of Commerce and Industry, some leading indus- 
trialists and businessmen. 


The World Bank chief had a lengthy exchange of views in the meeting on various 
aspects of commerce and economic activities. 


Mr Clausen said he was pleased to observe that the confidence of the private 
sector had been fully restored. He said there was still room for the achievement 
of better results in the country's economy through the efforts of the private 
sector. A long-term strategy is required to fix priorities for achieving desired 
results in this field. 


Complimenting the private sector, Mr Clausen said it was most knowledgeable and 
aggressive and had great potential to play a positive role for the rapid economic 
progress. 


Soomro Cives Resume 


Earlier, Federal Minister for Industries, Mr Illahi Bux Soomro, gave a brief 
resume of the overall economic situation. 


/He said that 5,000 medium and large scale industrial projects, involving a 
total investment of about Rs. 30 billion had been sanctioned in the private 
sector during the last four years. Most of these projects, he added, were 
expected to come up by 1983-84./ [in boldface] 
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Mr. Soomro said that all this showed that the private sector has been reactivated, 
as a result of the government's liberal import licensing policy, simplification of 
procedures and other incentives. 


The Minister said that the government was also encouraging the private investment 
in cement, fertilizers, light engineering units and agriculture sectors. 


Mr Soomro said that Pakistan had attained autarky in food. 


He hoped that the developing countries, including Pakistan, would continue to 
receive the assistance of the World Bank in future.

COST OF BEANS REMAINS HIGH DESPITE IMPORTS TO BOOST SUPPLIES

[Text] Ever since the people learned of the high price of flour and beans due to 
hoarding, the old proverb "bread and beans" has been reversed. Now the number of 
those who can afford beans is almost as low as those who could eat chicken in the 
old days. Those who chart the demand for chicken have dropped it to below the 
minimum. Now the storekeeper looks at the customer who wants to buy beans as if 

to ask, "Sir, do you really think you deserve these?" Recently, government circles 
responsible for telling us the price of beans and flour gave us the good news that 
thousands of tons of beans will be imported from foreign countries in order to ease 
the severe shortage of beans. This will bring the exhorbitant price of beans down 
to the level of ordinary people. But it seems that despite the importation of 
thousands of tons of beans from other countries, the price of beans, because of the 
ingratitude of the inhabitants of the good earth, has decided to fraternize only 
with those in heaven. 


Thousands of tons of beans have been imported during the past 2 months. The 
decision to permit the importation of beans on an emergency basis was given last 
August when the price of beans had increased to an unusual extent due to a severe 
shortage. It was said that the increase in the price was due to hoarding and 
shortages, as a result of which the price had increased to 16 rupees a kilo. Now, 
despite thousands of tons of beans having been imported, the price of beans in 

the market still has not dropped below 12 rupees a kilo. According to a newspaper 
announcement the price of imported beans is 7 rupees 50 paise per kilo. Thus a 
profit of 4 and 1/2 rupees is being made on every kilo of imported dal. So the 
unfortunate public is suffering at the hands of both the hoarders and the importers. 


Under the law, both hoarding and profiteering are crimes, and there exist institu- 
tions responsible for enacting and implementing laws against the perpetrators of 
these crimes. Why hasn't the unfortunate bean been able to free itself from such 
unjustified hoarding and large-scale profiteering? Only those in charge of the 
relevant institutions can answer this question. 


We can only make this heartfelt plea to the gentlemen in authority that they demand 
an explanation from these bureaucrats who sit in their air-conditioned offices to 
alleviate the problems of the people and seek to solve hoarding by importing goods 
from other countries.

[Text] Between 12-15 November, Mr Fhoun Sipaseut, the deputy 

prime minister and minister of foreign affairs of the Lao People's 
Democratic Republic, made an official visit to Thailand following 
an invitation from Air Chief Marshal Sitthi Sewetsila, the 

Tnal minister of foreign affairs. The visit was made in order 

to exchange ideas about problems concerning relations between 

the two countries and other matters of mutual interest and 

benefit within the limits of bilateral discussions. 


It was good to learn that both sides have confirmed that these 
discussions went smoothly in an atmosphere of mutual goodwill 
and sincerity. 


The smoothness and goodwill of these discussions were established 
on a foundation of propriety as affirmed by both sides, that 
is, the joint Thai-Lao communiques of 3 August 1976, 25 Marcn 
1978, 6 January 1979 and 4 April 1979 and the 17 August 1976 
memorandum on the results of the discussions held by the Thai 
and Lao ministers of interior. the important contents of these 
included such things aS having meet ings between the Thai and 
Lao border committees, both at the local and national levels, 
In order to solve various problems, expanding and promoting 
trade between the two countries and exchanging visits by trade 
representatives, cooperating in the economic, social, academic, 
cultural and sports fields, trying to make the Mekhong River 

an area of peace and friendship so that the Thai-Lao border 

1s a real border of peace and friendship and opening border 
Crossing points in order to promote friendship, cooperation 

and contact between the governments and peoples of the two 
countries. 


The reconfirmation of past agreements should make both the 
Thal and Lao governments more aware of the factors that can 
lead to the eroision or destruction of the agreements or of 
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the ideas that both sides feel are correct. And measures should 
be found to ensure this propriety no matter what the cost since 
friendship and peace between the two countries and peoples 

1s of tremendous value. 


We do not want a Civilian dictatorship, like we had after 6 October, 
that Carries on a myopic policy of challenging and opposing 

its socialist neighbor. The return result of such a policy 

1S an inestimable loss of benefits for Thailand the the Thai 

people. 


e difterent administrative systems and different ideals 
held by the two countries are not an obstacle to government- 


to-government relations if each side can benefit tne other 
based on a foundation of equality. 


[This means respecting each other's independence, sovereignty 
and national integrity. Respecting each other's freedom as 
an independent entity will guarantee that the friendship and 
peace between the countries brings results and, therefore, 
the peace and happiness longed for by the peoples of the two 
countries 1S probably within reach. 


This adjustment in the relations between the Thal and Lao governments 
1S good news, even though the two sides will probably have 

many more disagreements. But this exchange of views 1n order 

to eliminate the immediate obstacles 1S an opening that can 

lead to solving the remaining problems step by step. 


However, one good result that should be pointed out 1s that 

the tenseness between the two countries has declined somewnat

Text] [(Question] What are the problems in the south for which 


the Fourth Army Area is responsible? 


Answer] The south has many problems and they are more complex 
than in other regions. There are three different terrorist 
jroups, that is, the communist terrorists, the bandit terrorists 
nd the Malyasian communist bandits. Besides these, there are 
sather bandit groups, highwaymen, train robbers and kidnappers. 
There are also other problems concerning influential groups, 

re and timber smuggling, illegal lotteries and narcotics, 

for example. 


{Question} In solving these problems, what political and economic 
policies is the army using and what is its policy concerning 
providing safety for the people? 


[Answer] The policy that we have followed for a long time and 
that we will probably continue to follow 1S government policy 
66/1980 that was announced on 23 April 1980. This policy states 
that it is a “policy of combat in order to defeat the communists.” 
But it is a policy that 1S being used to defeat the other forms 

f terrorism too. It 1s well known that this poJjicy has had 

i great effect on the Communist Party of Thailand in all regions 


he country, including the south. 


When I became commanding general of the Fourth Army Area, I 
innounced the “policy of tranquility™ of the Fourth Army Area 
ind the Region 4 ISOC. This “policy of tranquility" is in fact 
part of policy No 66/1980. But we have stipulated a more specific 


‘yy concerning the immediate probiems in the south. The 
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policy of tranquility 1S a way of thinking that will bring 
peace t the people in the south by having close coopera I 
and understanding between the government officials, who ars 
the administrators for the people, and the people, who are 
joverned. If we can create peace in the south, this will be 
the same as defeating, or solving the problem of, the communist 
terrorists, the bandit terrorists, the Malaysian communist 
bandits and the other bandit groups in the south. The communist 
problem that is today eroding national security will be solved. 
[Question] What are the important elements of the “policy of 
tranquility?" 

Ar This policy refers to four important matters: 

he first matter, which I feel is an immediate problem of great 
gency that we must quickly solve, is the matter of creating 
ife [environment] for all the people and their property, 
regardless of their race or religion. Both Thai Buddhists and 
Thal Muslims must be protected by government forces so that 
they are safe trom the threats of the communist terrorists, 

he terrorist bandits, the MalaySlan communist bandits and 

e other bandit groups. 

Ine second thing is to make the Thai- Malaysian border area 
Safe in order to develop and restore the economy of the border 
provinces and improve relations between Thailand and Malaysia. 

ie third thing is to completely eliminate the dictatorial 
ower, influence and black power that permeates the atmosphere 
by peaceful means so that all the people enjoy political, economic 
ind cl1al freedom and equality under the democratic form of 
jovernment with the king at the head. 

The tourth thing 1s to create good relations between the officials, 
those who govern, and the people, those who are governed, and to 
eliminate the rift between the officials and the people. 
[Question] Concerning the policy of tranquility, to date, what 
act rons has the Fourth Army Area Taken? 

Answer| As for what we hive done, oncerning the four-polnt 
po] y, the aimportant thing 1s that, when we have a policy, 

| feel that it must be a policy of action and there must be 

Cal f action. At present, we are Carrying out the first 
po int f the policy, that iS, we are creating a safe 
environment] for all] the people and thelr property regardless 
f race or religion. All the people, both Thai Buddhists and

Question ‘an the problem of bandits robbing cars and trains 
and K1ldGnapping people for ransom be solved and [1f so] how? 


[Answer] The Fourth Army Area iS glving special attention to 
the problem of bandits robbing cars and trains, demanding ransom 
y and demandiny protection money. This 1s an urgent problem. 
All sectors must help in order to solve it and to protect the 
live and property of the people in accord witn the first point 
of the policy of tranquility. Our way of solving this problem 

t jefend and retaliate. When there is a robbery, we must 
ind out which bandit group 1s responsible, who is involved 
ind where they are. When we know these things, we will go and 
nake arrests in order to handle the case immediately.

border patrol! police. All have provided very gooc cooperation. 
Whenever there has been a froblenm that has needed to be discussed, 
they have all come every time and not once has one sent a subordinte 
instead. 


Naturally, we do not all agree about everything. Having differences 
f Opinion in some cases 1s the democratic way and does not 
indicate a rift or a lack of cooperation. It must be clearly 

seen that this is only a difference of opinion i1n some cases. 


[Question] Why does the south have a greater problem with rangers 
causing trouble than do other regions? Will the army do anything 
to improve this situation? 


[Answer] Concerning the rangers in the south, if we look at 

the whole picture, we can see that there 1S more good than 

bad. The rangers hve topographical skills and a knowledge of 

the areas, they know the people and they are better fighters 
than the village forces of the commurist terrorists. The mobile 
operations of the rangers hve greatly hindered the movements 

of the communist terrorists in the plains, cut contact between 
the villages and the jungle and cut their supply lines. Besides 
this, they have joinee with recular military units many times 

to selze and destroy the bases cf the communist terrorists 

in inner areas. Thus, the rangers are a thorn in the side of 

the communist terrorists and [the communists] are doing everything 
possible to destroy the rarger program. They have even 

imnounced that ne goal in 1981 1S to destroy the ranger program 
in the south.
